DO’s and DON’Ts 


This mower is properly adjusted for use. Beforz using, oil all bearings with light machine oil, Also 
rub a little cil along the edges of the cylinder and lower knife to loosen any paint. 


To prevent undue wear of stationary knife ard cylinder bearings, keep all nuts tight; especially 
those on ends of frame shaft, and on ends cf stationary knife casting. Be sure these nuts are tight 
before attempting to adjust either the stationary knife or the cylinder bearings. 


Don’t try to regulate the height of cut by the four cast-back set screws, or the cone screws on the 
cylinder. The height of cut is adjusted by raisirg or lowering both roller brackets evenly. 


When transporting a mower, don’t turn it over on one wheel. This practice results in broken side 
plates — wheels — handle braces — and tenis to throw the mower out of adjustment. The correct 
way is to raise the handle as nearly upright as possible, keeping both wheels on the ground, revolve 
the mower a half turn. This eliminates all shock or strain, keeps mower in perfect adjustment and 
avoids breakage of parts.
